TRAVELLING DURING THE REVOLUTION. 
From “ The Life of Baron Steuben.” 


Steuben, however, left Boston on the 14th of January, 1778, The 
journey to York is described in the following entertaining narrative, by 
Duponcean, the young Frenchman. 

“ Our party,” says he, “ consisted of Baron Steuben and his servant, 
Carl Vogel, a young lad whom he had brought from Germany, Mr. De 
Franey, an agent of Beaumarchais, and myself. We travelled on horse- 
back. Notwithstanding the recent capture of General Burgoyne, the 
situation of the United States at that time was extremely critical. The 
enemy was in possession of Rhode Island, New York, and Philadelphia, 
with well-organized and disciplined troops, far superior in number to 
our own. Our army (if army it might be called) were encamped at 
Valley Forge, in the depth of a severe winter, without provisions, with- 
out clothes, without regular,discipline, destitute, in short, of every thing 
but courage and patriotism ; and what was worse than all, disaffection 
was spreading through the land. In this dismal state of things. the 
baron was advised to keep as far from the coast as possible, lest ‘he 
should be surprised by parties of the enemy or by the Tories, who made 
frequent incursions into the country between New York and Philadel- 
phia. We, therefore, shaped our course westward, and crossing the 
States of Massachusetts, Connecticut, New York, and Pennsylvania, we

in all, which at present (1836) would hardly require as many days.” 

They stopped, on their way, on Sunday the 18th.of January, at 
Springfield, on the 20th at Hartford, on the 28th at Fishkill, on Thurs- 
day, the 30th, at Bethlehem, on the 2d of February at Reading, on the 
4th at Manheim, and arrived on Thursday, the 5th, at York. 

“In the course of that journey,” remarks Duponcean, “ we met with 
few adventures. I shall relate one or two to show the spirit of the 
times. 

“* We had been cautioned against putting up at a certain tavern in 
Worcester county, Massachusetts, not far from the frontier of Conneo- 
ticut. We were told that the landlord was a bitter Tory, and that he 
would refuse to receive us, or, at least, treat us very ill. We deter- 
mined to avoid that place if it were possible. Unfortunately, when we 
were at some distance from it, we were surprised by a violent snow 
storm; it was in the evening, and we were compelled to take 
shelter in the very house we wished to avoid. We had not been misin- 
formed. The landlord at once said that he could not accommodate us. 
He had no beds, no bread, no meat, no drink, no milk, no eggs; all that 
he could offer us was the bare walls. In vain we remonstrated and 
prayed, he remained inflexible. At last Baron Steuben grew impatient 
and flew into a violent passion. After exhausting all his store of Ger- 
man oaths, he called in that language to his servant to bring his pistola, 
which he did. Then the baron, presenting the deadly weapons at 
frightened landlord, repeated the questions that he had in vain asked 
before: ‘Have you any bread, meat, drink, beds, etc?’ The answers 
were now such as we desired; we were accommodated with good beds 
and a good supper, and our horses were properly taken care of. In the 
morning after our breakfast, we politely took leave of our host, who, 
though a Tory, did not refuse the continental money in which we lib- 
erally paid him. 

“Another anecdote which I now recollect, is strictly characteristic 
of the patriarchal manner of those times. As we passed throngh the 
State of Connecticut, we put up one night at a house where, for some 
reason that I do not remember, we were all obliged to sleep on the floor 
in the same room with the family, some on feather beds, and some on 
blankets; men, women and children, had all to bundle together, as it 
was called. The bedding was spread all around the room, and every 
one took his place and went very composedly to sleep. The utmost 
decency was observed though no fuss was made about it. There was 
so much innocence and simplicity in the mannerin which these arrange= 
ments were prepared and made, that the idea of indelicacy did not even 
occur to us, and if in the morning we indulged in a smile at manners to 
which we were so little acgustomed, nothing was said or thought to the 
prejudice of the morality x the good people who had entertained us in» 
the best manuer that they were able.

Witerary Intelligence. 


Tus Lier Manvusortpts.—The sale of the Collection of Manuscripts, 
formed by M. Libri, concluded, at the rooms of Messrs. Sotheby & Wilkinson, 
on Tuesday last. The Catalogue is a large volume of 260 pages, with 37 
plates of fac-similes, in which the different manuscripts are minutely de- 

- scribed. The grand feature of the collection was the immense number of 
manuscripts of the Latin Classics and Fathers hitherto uncollated, and offer- 
ing various readings unknown to former editors. The most important fact 
was, that it contained upwards of seventy manuscripts written earlier than 
the twelfth century. Amongst these, a Commentary of the Venerable Bede 
on St. Mark, written by an English scribe in the eighth century, sold for 
1241.—A copy of Bede’s Historia Ecclesiastica, written at the end of the 
tenth or beginning of the eleventh century, brought 40/.—A Latin Bible, of 
the close of the eleventh century, 110/—Sancti Cypriani Opera, written 
about the year 700, brought 170/.; and a copy of his Epistole, written 
about the year 850, sold for 847. This last contained some valuable various 
readings, unknown to Dr. Routh, the late President of Magdalen, and most 
important as containing Greek numerical figures, showing that their use was 
known in England long antecedent to the date fixed by Mr. Hallam, who 
attributes to John Basing, in the thirteenth century, the first bringing of 
the knowledge of them from Greece.—Evangelia, Greece, See. x1., with or- 
naments in the Byzantine style, 174/.—Evangelia, Latiné, See. rmx., which 
must have been written prior to 835, as it omits the Capitulere at the end of 
the Feast of All Saints, established in that year throughout Christendom, 
901.—Evangelia, Latin, Sec. rx, a fine specimen of Carlovingian Art, 1502. 
—Evangelia, Sec. x., or certainly not later than the beginning of the x1th, 
701. This manuscript has curious illuminations of scribes with quill pens, 
the introduction of which some archeologists have fixed as occurring several 
eenturies later.—Evangelia occurrentia per Totum Annum, a small octavo, 
exquisitely written about the year 1000, with a portrait of the Salvator 
Mundi, in the style of the Greek artists of Italy, who got their living by 
painting Triptychs at Otranto, 100/.—Grammatici Veteres, containing sev- 
eral hitherto unknown works, written about 950, a small octavo volume, 
51/.—Prudentii Opera, See. x., with most valuable various readings, and an 
unpublished poem by this Christian poet, 90/.—Ermenrici Vita, 8. Sol 
Angli, Sec. x., 207. In this life Ermenricus complains of people reading 
Homer and Virgil,—an extraordinary fact, as no one would have thought 
that during the Dark Ages the taste for classic literature was still prevalent. 
Some valuable fragments, taken by M. Libri from books, to which they had 
served for waste fly-leaves, show the necessity of not considering such as 
worthless, brought from 10/. 10s. to 17/. 178. per lot.—The classical manu- 
seripts in this collection were extremely important. We may point out a 
few. Ovidii Amatoria, Nux, etc., See. xv., containing in the Nux alone 
eight entire lines hitherto unpublished, and in the other works a mass of 
varie lectiones, 452. 10s.—Ovidii Fasti, Tristia, ete., Sec. xv., exhibiting im- 

rtant readings, 50/. 10s.—Persius, cum Commentaric, Sec. x., one of the 
most valuable manuscripts of the author in existence, although only a thin 
cetavo, 601.—As might be expected from M. Libri’s putsuits, his collection 
exhibits some interesting specimens of his love for the exact sciences. 
unknown and hitherto lost treatise of Galileo, De Mundi Sphera, sold for 
1012, being in his autograph.—A curious manuscript of Kepler, also auto- 
graph, containing his course of private lessons when almost starving, sold for 
192.,—some autograph letters of Leibnitz, for 24/.—A curious collection of 
Mathematici Veteres, written in 1170, with date, and, besides containing 








earliest yet discovered, sold for 100/.—The Magic-Book of the wizard, 
Michael Scott, so familiar te all readers of “The Lay of the Last Ministrel,” 
sold for 10/. 10s.—A Collection of Designs for Ship-Building and Fortifica- 
tions, by Sir Robert Dudley, created by the Pope Duke of Northumberland, 
brought 51/.—Some curious and valuaiile Charts, usually denominated 
* Portulani,” excited considerable competition, and realized 91/., 612, 141., 
14s. and 8/. 10s—The collection of Italian literature was extensive. A 
nificent Petrarch, of the fourteenth century, brought 250/.,—another, 

of the fifteenth century, 78/.—A Dante, Sec. xiv., brought 58/.,—and an- 
other, of See. xv., 32/.—An autograph work of Tasso sold for 15/. 15s.—A 
Collection of Original Accounts connected with Pope Leo the Tenth, and 
most remarkable as showing his mode of raising a revenue by the sale of 
aces, mentioning, amongst other things, the sum of $2 ducati, paid to 
ffaclle for Opere della Loggia, sold for 25/—Some curious Documents re- 
lating to the Inquisition, including the Process against the Abbess of Castro 
for incontinence with the bishop of the diocese, 8/.,—that against the Suora 
Giulia, the Nun of the Belt, and her paramours, 10/.—A Cronica della Badia 
Fiorentina, 1418-60, unpublished, 18/.—Antonio de Dati’s Narrazioni, 36/.— 
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An old Geographia, See. xv., containing.also an account of England, espe- 
cially of the Isle of Thanet, giving the etymology of Britanni quia Brati 
sunt, brought 292.—Some early French manuscripts produced extraordinary 
prices; for instance, two copies of the Roman de la Rose, both Sze. XIV., 
one sold for $2/., and the other for 30/.—A Collection of Rondeaulx, Swe, 
xv.-xvi., brought 40.—A Lady du Moigne, more remarkable for its inde- 
eency than its verse, brought 112—The collection was also rich in Oriental 
manuscripts, of which we must be content to point out the folloWing :—The 
Legend of the Paschal Feast, in Hebrew, See. xv., with illuminations, 1087, 
and the Gospels, in Armenian, 98/.—The entire sale produced 6,783/. 1s —

In its more 
immediate aspect, it is eminently a work for the present times; so closely is 
it connected with the higher thinking of the present generation, and so boldly 
and triumphantly does it earry the Christian argument through the entire 
course of recent, and especially German, speculation. But rightly viewed, 
these Lectures of Mr. Mansel have a far wider scope than this; for, in un-

It has been thought best to translate these passages, in order 
to bring them within the reach of all general readers; and it is hoped that 
this proceeding will be regarded by scholars with indulgence at least, if not 
with entire approval.

drawn—the contest having lasted over seven hours. The match concluded by Morphy 
being declared to have wontwo games and drawn six. Mr. Morphy considers this the 
toughest match he ever played of this description. Throughout this long sitting, he never 
made one mistake, never proclaimed an impossible move, and nevér forgot the situation of 
the humblest pawn. It may be safely pronounced that no greater ménfal feat was ever
